PLANNING: 


Purpose: 

The purpose of planning is simply to improve the overall quality of life. The focus of 
planning is land use and its physical, economic, and social impacts on the 
community. Co-ordination is the key to planning. 


Method: 


Planning is carried out by preparing a framework or plan for development based on: 


fe) systematic data evaluation and forecasting; 
fo) use of planning principles; and, 
fe) co-ordination of agency and public comments. 


The plan takes effect through: 


fe) private investment controlled by subdivision, zoning, site plan, and Parkway 
Belt and Niagara Escarpment permits; and, 


fe) public funds for social facilities - e.g. libraries, roads, and parks. 


NEIGHBOURHOOD PLANNING: 


Neighbourhood planning is concerned with policies and proposals for small 
geographical areas, such as: 


fe) single streets; 
fe) neighbourhoods; and, 
fe) groups of neighbourhoods. 


Neighbourhood planning often affects land on a property by property basis. It is 
sometimes known as the grass roots level of planning. This is the level that is most 
easily understood and where public participation is most meaningful. (See next 
pages for planning process).

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GOALS, OBJECTIVES, AND MANDATE OF THE SECTION: 


The aim of the Planning Department is to increase the quality of life of Hamilton and Dundas 
by giving advice on appropriate development. 


The goal of the Section is to provide the City of Hamilton, the Town of Dundas and the Town 
of Ancaster with neighbourhood and area planning services. 


The objective of the Section is to develop detailed guidelines for the future development of 
land from: 


fo) planning principles, some of which are set out in the Official Plan; 
fe) research and analysis; and, 
fe) public opinion. 


The mandate of the Section is to provide policy recommendations on the following subjects: 


preparation of Neighbourhood Plans and Amendments; 
Central Area; 

Commercial and Industrial; 

Housing and Social; 

Parks and recreation; 

Urban design and heritage; 

planning law, and, 

public participation. 
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n addition to project work, the following is involved: 


comments on proposals; 

processing Rental Protection Act applications; 
inquiries; 

information supply; 

updating records; and, 

presentations and public relations.

DESCRIPTION OF PROJECT AREAS AND ROUTINE WORK: 


PROJECT AREAS: 


Preparation of Neighbourhood Plans and Amendments: 


This work is the bread and butter of the Section. The City of Hamilton is 
divided into 137 Neighbourhoods and the Town of Dundas is divided into 31 
Neighbourhoods. 


These are the basic planning units, usually about 200 acres in size and 
bounded by arterial roads, railway lines, topographic features, or political 
boundaries. Neighbourhood (or Secondary) Plans for these areas are 
formulated to guide development. 


In Hamilton, 72 Plans have been prepared, and in Dundas, 9 Plans have 
been prepared. Greatest priority is given to areas where the greatest amount 
of change is likely to take place. Neighbourhood Plans for the undeveloped 
areas were started in 1967, and for the developed areas in 1971. 


The Neighbourhood Planning process is described in two booklets prepared 
by the Planning and Development Department of the Region: 


(1) Neighbourhood Planning in Developed Areas - October 1977; and, 


(2) Neighbourhood Design in Undeveloped Areas: A Planning Concept - 
October 1975. 


A further document, "Neighbourhood Plan Profile": The Keith Neighbourhood 
(August 1981), gives additional insight into Neighbourhood Planning and is 
also available from the Planning and Development Department. 


The process involves thorough research and analysis, intensive public 
participation, and liaison with relevant agencies. (See Appendix 1) 


A similar process is provided for multi centres, of which there are seven in 
Hamilton. Multi centres are the focal point of four neighbourhoods, where 
facilities serving about 20,000 people are planned. 


The Section initiates the Official Plan and Zoning Amendments stemming from 
the Neighbourhood Plan and attends Ontario Municipal Board Hearings as 
expert planning witnesses. 


SS 
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Central Area: 


The Central Area combines six neighbourhoods and includes the downtown. 
Clearly, the downtown affects the development of surrounding 
neighbourhoods. 


The Central Area Plan was both innovative in process and content. The Plan 
was prepared by an advisory committee, comprised of representatives from 
26 organizations with interests in the Central Area. Organizations which took 
part include neighbourhood associations, business associations, the Chamber 
of Commerce, Labour Council, the Hamilton Automobile Club, and the School 
Boards. 


The Section: 

fe) prepared background data and reports; 

fe) organized and chaired advisory committee meetings; 

fe) held public open houses; 

fo) co-ordinated comments from agencies and the public; and, 
fe) reviewed all policies and made recommendations. 


The Plan provides a basis for a number of further studies including: 


fa) The "+15" system - a policy for pedestrian areas and bridges 15-feet 
above street level; and 


fe) The Downtown Action Plan - a streetscaping, traffic, and promotion 
plan for the downtown. 


A Citizens Committee was set up in early 1984 to advise the Planning and 
Development Committee on the implementation of the Central Area Plan. 
They have completed a revised Plan which has been incorporated into the 
Official Plan. They have also identified a six year program which requires 
two additional planner/urban design staff. A further initiative being considered 
is the establishment of a non-profit central area development corporation 
which, among other things, would acquire sites for housing purposes and sell 
them off to developers with strict design requirements. 


Housing and Social Planning: 


The provision of different housing forms, ownerships, and locations at 
affordable prices is important to the municipality. 
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The Section prepares policies whic will help achieve the appropriate mix of 
housing, particularly social housing. 


A social housing needs’ study in 1987 included: 


fe) a sample survey of 2,4000 households; 
fe) an analysis of social housing supply and demand; and, 
fe) preparation of City policies. 


The Study will help with establishing allocations for non-profit housing and 
identification of appropriate sites. 


Parks and Recreation: 


The provision of parks and recreation facilities is usually the most important 
factor in the lower City Neighbourhoods. The designation of parks in the 
Neighbourhood Plan starts the process of acquisition, development, and 
eventually maintenance. The Section is involved primarily with evaluation for 
open space requirement and priority for acquisition, but more recently has 
been involved in the total parks and recreational picture. 


The Section has initiated the Master Plan for Culture and Recreation in which 
a complete review of all aspects of culture and recreation policies are also 
being developed to tie together planning, acquisition, development and 
maintenance in the most effective way. Each year policies for Parks 
expenditures were produced in liaison with a Parks staff committee. 


Commercial and Industrial: 


Priorities for industrial and commercial improvement areas are prepared. The 
housing acquisition program in the enclaves is ongoing and is the 
departments only Capital Budget submission. The Kenilworth Avenue Strip 
Commercial Study included: 


fe) surveys of area and data collection; 
fe) business persons’ committee; and, 
fe) preparation of plan and policies. 


Heritage: 


The Section, working with the Local Architectural Conservation Advisory 
Committee (L.A.C.A.C.) had responsibilities for heritage district priorities and 
preparing plans for heritage areas. St. Clair Heritage District (1986) is 
Hamilton’s only heritage district. 
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The James Street North Heritage District Study is in process and will include: 


fo) surveys including visual surveys; 
fe) data collection including historic research of buildings; and, 
fe) preparation of plan and policies. 


The section now has a support role to an expanded Urban Design section. 


Planning Law: 


The Section reviews proposed changes in planning law and initiates changes 
where appropriate. The Section played a significant role in Hamilton’s 
submissions on The New Planning Act. An amendment to the Regional Act 
initiated by this section gave the City industrial development responsibilities. 
A major review of the Heritage Act was undertaken as part of the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Cultures Heritage Policy Review. 


School Closures: 

The Section has been involved with the Board of Education in defining social 
impacts of school closures. Each year the Section gives the Board a tour of 
the City’s developing areas. 

Social: 

The Section has done work promoting access for the disabled. It has 


developed policies and liaises with the Social Planning and Research Council 
of Hamilton and District. 


ROUTINE WORK: 


Comments on Proposals: 


The Section is responsible for interpreting Neighbourhood Plans and comments on 
proposed changes to Neighbourhood Plans. In addition, the Section’s views are 
sought on the appropriateness of proposed development, including: 


(a) fo) ey) se) (ey to 


subdivisions; 

Niagara Escarpment applications; 
severances; 

zoning by-laws; 

Committee of Adjustment applications; 
road improvement programmes; 


fe) alleyway closures; and 
fe) site plans. 


Inquiries and Supply of Information: 


About ten counter, telephone, mail inquiries, ranging in duration from minutes to 
hours, are handled each working day by the Section. 


The Section provides publications and current Neighbourhood Plans for general 
distribution. The Section is a major source of land use and population data, provided 
initially by Census Canada and the Provincial Assessment. 


Updating Records: 


Records of all Neighbourhood Plans and Amendments are kept up to date. Council 
and Committee Minutes and Agendas and newspaper clippings are filed. 


Population statistics are prepared in map form each year by neighbourhood and age 
group. Current Central Area proposals, staging of development, housing and school 
statistics are compiled. The data is used: 


fe) to give to the public; 
fe) for monitoring; and, 
fe) as background data for projects. 


Presentations: 


The projects dealt with by the Section usually generate a high level of public interest. 
Groups ask for presentations on specific issues and neighbourhood planning in 
general. Business groups, neighbourhood groups, teachers, and students have 
received presentations in the past. 


Consultation: 


Consultation is basic to co-ordination and planning. The Section consults on a 
regular basis with:

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THE NEIGHBOURHOOD OR STOREFRONT PLANNER PHILOSOPHY 


Part of an article included in Plan Canada, March 1983, by J. Wilson. 


The Storefront Planner: 


It is clear that a great many roles are thrust on the storefront planner. He is a representative of 
City Hall but may also have to represent his citizens; he may be teacher, adviser, technical 
expert, negotiator and procurer, and these roles change. But whatever the role, successful 
performance depends on personal credibility - which has to be earned. Cristiane McNiven could 
have been speaking for the storefront planner rather that the social planner when she said: 


"Navigation in the area requires experience as well as a high level 
of intelligence and personal integrity, since professional codes 
of ethics and practice competence are not always sufficiently clear 
and specific to help planners deal with ambiguous situations". 


What seems to be the characteristics of storefront planners? First of all, my interviewees 
seemed to e self-selected people, predisposed to favour citizen involvement. This predisposition 
can take several forms: a strong philosophic conviction that good communities require 
participating citizens; that participation produces sounder decisions; more personally, a liking for 
working with people and a desire to help them shape their own neighbourhoods or, even more 
broadly, to expand their self-confidence and their competence to manage community affairs. 
These are not idle distinctions, for some views would dispose their holders to favour the products 
of the process, others to see this process as an end in itself. And they are also significant for 
the working roles and attitudes of the planners: those product-oriented can scarcely avoid having 
convictions of their own about the results of the exercise, while those process-oriented are much 
more likely to adopt the role of selfless facilitator. These are not mutually exclusive views: 
however, my reading is that, although most storefront planners certainly have a strong sense of 
process, the concern of some for product may be even stronger. 


All the storefront planners rejected the elitist view of planning. At the same time, there was 
pervasive acceptance of the existing system of local government - although that did not mean 
that they were entirely un-critical of the ways in which their own local government actually 
worked. This qualified acceptance gives rise to the planner’s basic dilemmas and sets up the 
tightrope on which he works. He approves of the representative system of government we now 
have, which should preclude the need for further involvement by the electorate; but what we 
have is not perfect and one way to improve it may be involvement by that same electorate. The 
question really is: how much involvement? This is not a rhetorical question; it is at the root of 
role-playing behaviour, as we shall see later. 


Another aspect of self-selection seemed to be suitability for the task. Given a favourable attitude 
in the first place, the interviewees seemed realistic about their task and role, tolerant of 
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differences and disagreements as a matter of course, and unafraid of emotion. As was said 
earlier, there were no novices among them; all had experienced several years of storefront 
planning. Some weeding out or dropping out had undoubted taken place, but there were no 
army-style draftees. From what | could see, the successful storefront planner is one who is 
realistic in his commitment to helping citizens participate and whose personal attributes enable 
him to sustain that demanding objective. The attributes that 

seem to count are not "personality" in the outward sense but robustness, energy, resilience and 
tenacity; ability to empathize with people; and ability to communicate effectively with them in their 
own terms. 


Most of the planners interviewed were in their late twenties or early thirties; about one third were 
women, all were either trained or experienced in some aspect of urban planning; and most, but 
not all, had been in that field for a few years before taking a storefront post. One fairly common 
characteristic seemed to be a general disposition to be "involved". Thus quite a number had 
been active in other situations - unions, student or professional bodies and special causes - and 
presumably had learned some of the skills of negotiation there. One man mused revealingly, "Of 
course | had the great advantage of going through university in very rich times", meaning the 
troubled campus years of the late sixties! Certainly confrontation, hostility and abrasiveness are 
not threats to them. In fact, enjoyment of challenges is probably a characteristic and, as another 
said, "Actually | feed off interaction - as long as I’m not bashing my head against a stone wall". 


Lastly, one very interesting comment from a lady planner was that storefront planners tend to be 
or to become conservationists, that is, people who like to make the most out of the available 
materials, human and physical. Evolution and improvement seem to be their goals rather than 
radical change and new building. 
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
